FOR LACK OF A PLACE TO GO 


Claxton Prepares To Remedy 
An Embarrassing Situation 


By BILL BORING, 
Constitution Staff Writer. 


CLAXTON, Ga., Feb. 16.—Claxton is fixing 
to build that brick comfort house you’ve been 
hearing about all your life. 

As plans now stand, ground-breaking cere- 
monies are to be held July 20, the town’s 56th 
anniversary, and Gov. Arnall will be invited 
down to say a few words. 

Il ran across this news, and being an old court- 
house habitue who always wanted to do better, 
came down to inquire if in some small way I 
could make a contribution toward the house’s 
construction. Maybe buying a brick, or some- 
thing. 

“l am sorry,” said Bob Majors, editor of the 
Claxton Enterprise and chief promoter of the 
project, “this thing has been noised about quite 
a bit, causing lot of people to write in and ex- 
press a wish to help, but we want to do the job 
ourselves.” 

SOLDIERS OFFER AID 

Majors said that only recently he had to turn 
down an offer for aid from a group of soldiers 
in the Aleutians. The boys, who like many an- 
other Army group, got onto the news through 
Majors’ paper, wrote that Army life had provided 
them a keener appreciation of the simpler things 
of life as well as caused them to evolve a set of 
definite ideas on how a comfort house should be 
built. They wanted to know if Claxton had 
gone ahead and built. If not, they wanted the 
job. 

Majors, about two years ago, rocked this little 
town on its heels with a front-page editorial 
entitled, “When Nature Calls.” 

“What happens in Claxton when some of 
our customers have to answer the call of nature?” 
he wrote. 

“Is it right that no provision is made to take 
care of mothers and their children who are here 
on shopping expeditions? They spend money 
with us, but we make no provision for their com- 
fort. 


colored, could take her children and minister to 
their needs in comfort. It is a pressing need... .” 

The editorial received quick response. Farm 
folk by the hundreds wrote in expressing appre- 
ciation to Majors for bringing the subject to light, 
for championing their cause. 

For lack of a place to go, some of them wrote, 
their days in Claxton were actually painful. 
Mothers of babies told of their embarrassment 
in having to ask the barber if they could use 
his room to give the baby a change. 

It isn’t easy for a shy country woman to ask 
something like that. And Negroes—well, they 
said they had to find accommodations in the 
swamp. 

Armed with this ammunition, Majors struck 
out again, this time under a heading, ‘Consti- 
pated Customers.” 

“The ideal customer in Claxton,” he wrote, 
“is the constipated customer. The only rest- 
room facilities available are privately owned and 
in many cases use is begrudgingly permitted.” 


UNMENTIONABLE AIRED 

Majors kept up his front-page drumming and 
soon the whole town was talking about the com- 
fort house. What at one time had appeared an 
unmentionable subject, now took on new aspect. 
People were discussing the subject from a stand- 
point of health and public convenience. Mer- 
chants and city officials got behind the idea. 
They hadn’t realized, they said, just how incon- 
venienced the public had been. 

So Majors’ dream for one of the nation’s fin- 
est comfort houses for Claxton, an attractive 
structure sitting in an attractively landscaped 
tract of ground, with geraniums growing along 
the walkway; and with lounges and washrooms 
and a diaper-changing compartment inside, will 
come true this year. He has this assurance from 
Mayor Lambert Williams, and the idea is solidly 
backed by the city councilmen.

U. S. Ships Carry Chinese Troops 
To New Flareup in Manchuria 


CHUNGKING, Feb. 16.—4)— 
American ships Saturday were 
transporting additional Chinese 
government troops to Manchuria, 
where Chinese Communists report- 
ed new battles in progress and 
where the presence of Russian 
forces was causing increased Chi- 
nese anxiety. 

Four hundred members of the 
Manchurian Guild paraded in 
Chungking, waving banners de- 
manding that the Russians leave 
Manchuria as agreed. 

Official quarters stuck to their 
policy of saying nothing on the 
record which might in the slight- 
est degree offend the Russians, but 
‘here were indications that this at- 
titude might be changing. 

Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, 
commanding U. S. forces in the 
China theater, said at a news con- 
ference that the Chinese govern- 
ment had requested and Gen. Mar. 
shall had approved American aid 
‘o9 move additional armies into 
Manchuria.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(4)—The new acting secretary of inte- 
rior, Oscar L. Chapman, knows the indirect method may be the best 


way to get results. 

When he was a young man in 
Denver, he assisted Judge Ben 
Lindsey in his famed juvenile 
juvenile court. 

Chapman told reporters Satur- | 
day—his first day at his new job— 
that he soon found he wasn’t get- 
ting his ideas across to mothers 
of sons who had gotten into trou- | 
ble. They figured anyone that 
young wouldn't have children. 
And anyone who didn’t have kids, 
eouldnt understand them. 

His brother had four children. 
Uncle Oscar had his picture taken, 
standing proudly at the head of 
the flock.

Madison Turns OutEn Masse, WHISKY CACHE 


To Honor Veteran Janitor

Constitution Staff Writer. 
MADISON, Ga., Feb. 16.—For 50 years his job has been sweeping 
the floors and laying the fires, and he never received a promotion; 
but because he has done his job well the town turned out en masse 


to honor him. 

He sat there on the platform of 
the school auditorium, his face 
showing the strain of what was 
tugging at his heart and as one 
by one the prominent citizens of 
the town extolled his virtues and 
told of the community's 
him, his head would nod or 
giowly from side to side. 

John Moreland, the janitor of 
Madison public school for 50 years, 
but just now the town’s most dis: 
tinguished citizen, the man whom 
ai of Madison had come to pay 
tribute, Was re-living his past.

His mind went back to that May 
Gav in 1878 when he, son of a 
freed slave, came into a salaried 
position—to that day when he 
first rang the school bell, beckon- 
ing the young people of the town 
to come to the fount of learning.

children of the town to come 
equip themselves for life? 

And so on this the night set 
aside to honor John Moreland, 
they told his story, a_ simple, 
heart-warming story. They told 
how John, from the very begin- 
ning, considered himself in a posi- 
tion of trust, a part of a great 
institution, and how he, a religious 
man, “studied to show himself ap- 
proved, a workman who needeth 
not to be ashamed.” 

So John reasoned unto himself 
-— “What can I do to show myself 
more worthy of this great trust?” 
And the answer came that one 
thing he could do, he could live as 
his Bible taught him to live and 
he could win the friendship of the 
ehildren and when they went out 
into life, maybe it would leave a 
good impression. 

LETTERS FROM 26 STATES 

So John lived the good life, a 
friend of the children, and it 
worked out exactly as he thought 
it would. They told him so by 
the thousands, in letters from 26 
states and four foreign countries. 
Letters like the one from S. P. 
Boughton, now living in New York 
City and now vice president of 
Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. 

“I recall as a tot, some 40-odd 
years ago, your coming quietly 
into the first grade room, repien- 
ishing the fuel, and quietly leav- 
ing again. The grade rooms were 
always warm and clean. Also, I 
recall your friendliness to the 
smail fry. From the first week in 
Madison school until graduation, 
this same spirit of friendliness 
which meant much to me, and ! 
am sure did to all in your effi- 
cient and loyal service, has been 
one of the outstanding examples of 
fidelity I've ever known.” 

John won the triendship of the 
children and they would ask h 
to tell them stories, "'ncle Remu 
stories, as he did tonight: and thev 
would ask him to speak to them 
of other things of life.

And in the same way he con- 
tinued on through the second and 
the third and the fourth grades, 
until, finally, John was one of the 
most correct speaking members of 
the Madison school. 


HELPS WITH LESSONS 

So when he would talk. to his 
little friends, he would use the 
fine words of the school teachers 
and he would put them together 
as they should be. And the chil- 
dren caught on to this and soon 
they were asking John to help 
them with their lessons. He would 
help them solve tough problems in 
algebra and arithmetic and parse 
Latin verbs. 

And John thought: 
always let the children see me in 
work clothes. I must dress up on 
occasion, so on football afternoons 
and on special occasions, John was 
a regular Chesterfield—wearing 
the blue serge suit, the stiff collar 


and black tie which he was wear- | 


ing tonight. And John made a 
good impression on the children. 

“A great many lives are richer 
today because of you,” wrote 
Mike McDowell, one of John’s lit- 
tle friends who grew up to be- 
come prominent in music at the 
University of Georgia. 

So they paid tribute 
tonight as 
children”’—a Christian and a gen- 
tleman, they said, and in token of 
their love and esteem, they pre- 
sented him a check for more than 
$1,000 and John looked at the 
check and said: 

“A thousand dollars! I’ve never 
seen a thousand dollars. I’ll have 
to get acquainted with it. Some 
folks say that money talks. Well, 
it does, and this thousand dollars 
is talking to me now. 

“Tt is saying, John, you're get-

“That's what this thousand dol- 
lars is telling me, and it is also 
speaking in another language.

The grand prize went to Hugh 
tubbins, of Cambridge, Mass., 
and the special Georgia prize to 
W. E. Willner, of Atlanta. 

The designs submitted by these 
two topped their respective classes 
in the contest which was limited 
to homes for families in the $3,000 
@ year income bracket. Further, 
the contest was limited to hom?s 
Suitable to the climate of Geor- 
gia and the type of Ilfving in 
Georgia. 

For three days, the artists of 
the jury had eaten, lived and 

pped with the 567 drawings en- 
tered in the $10,000 prize architec 
tura] contest, announced by Rich’s 
last October. 

For three days, they had exam- 
ined. criticized and studied them 
behind closed doors in the Bon Air 
hotel. Oftentimes, they had failed 
to agree. 

But when at last they had culled 
the lot to the core, the judges put 
in their collective thumbs and 
pulled out a first-prize plum—a 
charming five-room, one _ story 
house with a large flagstone ter- 
race, which Judge Thomas H. El 
lett. of New York, said “Seems to 
belong in Georgia.” For his archi 
tectural gem, Stubbins will receive 
$3.000. 

The special Georgia prize— 
mwarded for the best design by a 
(;eorgia architect—to Willner, was 
jor his plan of a two-story, white 
frame house. He will reap $1,500 
in prize money. 

Other prizes allocated were: 
Second prize, $1,500, to Watson 
Balharrie, Ottawa, Canada; third 
prize, $1,000, to Harold Calhoun, 
Houston, Texas, and fourth prize, 
$500, to W. P. Hickey and Ray.

Avowed purposes of the contest 
was to find a plan for a “realistic” 
low-cost home, keyed for life in 
Georgia, and sponsors expressed 
satisfaction at the results. Ken- 
neth Reid, editor of Pencil Points 
and associate professional adviser 
with Henry J. Toombs, of Atlanta, 
said: 

“I think this contest 
to encourage the development of 
better homes for people of low in- 
come.” To judge the contest some 
of the most masterful wielders of 
the T-square and triangle in the 
United States were secured.

“If a family would ask,” he 
asserted, “how do we really live, 
instead of how have we been ac- 
customed to living, their houses 
would be much more appropriate. 
For example, for most families a 
dining room is used so little of the 
time that having one is nonsense.”

been completed for some time and 
actual work will begin as soon 
as building materials and labor 
become available, Father Fox 
Said yesterday. 

The new Abbey will be of a 
semi-Gothic type of architectural! 
design, which in reality is a fore- 
runner of the true Gothic style, 
having been used almost a cen- 
tury before the advent of Gothic 
architecture. The style has been 
used by all Abbeys of the Trap- 
pist Order of Monks for 800 years. 


To be built in a quadrangle, 
the Abbey will embrace a garden | 
framed by an enclosed Cloister.

The dining room walls are of a subtle gray-green, and the win- 
dows are hung with heavy linen draperies of a bright floral de- 
sign against a neutral background. A handsome buffet is beautified 
by Georgian candlesticks and a silver coffee set.

Should co-education be initiated into the Atlanta public school 


system? Would the installation of 


such a system increase wholesome 


relationship between boys and girls or would it interfere with their 


school studies? 


Thse questions are typical ofedents wouldn’t seem half as glam- 


those currently being tossed back 
and forth by Atlanta high school 
students at recess, in school cor- 
ridors or during “bull” sessions at 
home. As soon as such a question 
is advanced by a teen-ager, the 
group is sure to break into a rous- 
ing discussion, with each member 
airing a sound opinion on the sub- 
ject either pro or con. 

Welcoming the opportunity to 
voice the feminine view, girls 
from around Atlanta offered their 
opinions during a Constitution in- 
terview, which ended in the de- 


cision that feelings are equally di-| 


vided, as far as representative 
high school girls are concerned. 

According to Suzanna Heston, of 
367 Sisson avenue, N. E., co-edu- 
cation forms the kind of school 
days that a gal likes to remem- 
ber in years to come. 

“As it is,” she said, “all we 
know about average high school 
life is what we read in teen-age 
magazines. Why shouldn't Atlanta 
allow the boys and girls to be 
schooled together? I can’t: see 
where it has proved a failure in 
other large schools. I feel cheated 
of all the junior-senior proms and 
coed parties that other teen-agers 
enioy. Nothing could be more fun 
than yelling my lungs out for my 
echool at a football game (;ive us 
classes speckled with boys and 
with it will come a rise in school 
spirit—and that’s for me!” 

Petite and blonde Helen Warren, 
of 778 Moreland avenue, S. E., 
shares the opinions of Suzanne. 
She says she is in favor of co- 
education and all that goes with it, 
but admits that the shock of sud- 
deniv finding boys _ strolling 
through schoo] halls would be tre- 
mendous. 

“Besides,” she said, “the idea 
that classes with boys would in- 
terfere with studying is a lot of 
bosh.

On the other hand, Marionette 
Palmer, a resident of 131 Forrest 
avenue, feels just as strongly that 
boys should remain separated from 
high school girls. 

“Co-education will destroy much 
'of our freedom as well as theirs.”

We 
love it!”

Jascha Heifetz, who stil] maintains his. prestige as foremost vio- 
linist of this generation, will be presented in recital by the Atlanta 
Music Club and Marvin McDonald, manager, at the auditorium, Feb. 


25. at 8:30 p. m. 

Probably no virtuoso, past or 
Present, has had a more richly va 
ried or glamorous career. A citi- 
zen of the U. S. for more than 2\) 
years, he wat born at Vilna, Rus- 
ria. in 1901. From his father, him 
self a professional violinist, he re- 
ceived his first lessons on a dimin- 
utive quarter-size violin at the 
age of 3. As a little boy he stud- 
jed at the Roval School of Vilna, 
continuing later in St. Petersburg 
under Prof Leopold Auer, most 
celebrated teacher of his time. 

Already famed in Russia as a 
wonder child, Heifetz made his 
Berlin debut at 12 with the Phil. 
harmonic under the world re 
nowned conductor, Arthur Nikisch, 
followed by sensational appear- 
ances with orchestras in Leipzig 
and Vienna. When the First World 
War broke out he was touring the 
Scandinavian countries. 

He returned to Russia where he 
remained until June, 1917. It was 
in those fateful days, with food 
rations down to a quarter of a 
pound per person and machinegun 
bullets spattering the streets of 
Petrograd with dead, that the Hei 
fetz family—father, mother, two 
Sisters and Jascha — assembled 
their belongings and left Russia. 
THE TRAIL EAST 

They traveled eastward across 
Siberia breaking voyage in Japan 
@nqd Honolulu and eventually 
reached New York, the ultimate 
goal, shortiv before Oct. 27. the 
date of Heifetz’s American debut 
at Carnegie Hall. 

Since that time he has toured 


the world four times and has 
played in practically every coun- 
try on the face of the globe. Aft- 
er consulting many maps and 
computing complicated mileages, 
he figures that he has traveled 1.- 
600,000 miles in the course of his 
career, 400,000 of them by air. 
This includes recent overseas trips 
to play for the armed services. 

Heifetz estimates further. that 
he has played the violin over 75..- 
000 hours during his life, in con- 
cert and in practice. Throughout 
his childhood he averaged four 
hours’ practice a day. 
WHAT IT TAKES 

72 he commented 
once, apropos of his globe-girdling 
concert tours, “that it takes the 
nerves of a bull-fighter, the diges- 
tion of a peasant, the vitality of a 
night club hostess, the tact of a 
diplomat and the concentration of 
a Tibetan monk to lead. the stren- 
uous life of a virtuoso.”

Such distressing displays of apathy to- 
Ward government are cating away at the 
foundations upon which our democratic 
‘system is built. When the people demon- 
strate no interest in politics, there is a 
reflected insouciance on the part of elect- 
ed officials, an ever-increasing tendency 
toward inefficiency and corruption in pub- 


lic office. 


Georgia’s voting record has never been 


one of which advocates of democracy 


could boast. In 1942, after several months 
of the most heated campaign in the his- 
tory of the state, only 303,151 of the 1,772,- 
936 Georgians of voting age went to the 
polls to cast their ballots for state officials. 


We had hoped that the abrogation of 
the poll tax as a prerequisite to voting 
would stimulate political interest in Geor- 
gia. And indeed it has resulted in in- 
creased registration in almost every coun- 
ty. But the fact that less than a third of 
the unprecedented 94,000 registered in the 
fifth district took the trouble to vote last 
Tuesday leaves one apprehensive as to 
whether that means anything.

What Some of Our 
Men in Europe Think 


FRANKFURT, Germany—(By Mail)—Too 
much rank was going back from Paris weekend 
leaves. So, lieutenants, captains, a few majors 

and war correspondents were on the coaches. 

I walked along looking at the cars as I sought my coach. There 
were cars from Polish, Czech, German and French lines waiting on 
the tracks. War is a great mixer of railway rolling stock and hu- 
man stock, 

It was 15 hours and 25 


minutes from Paris to Frankfort. A 
plane does it in an hour and a half. But this old train, with its 
engine worn by war, its rolling stock creaking and tired, goes 
Slowly. The windows are blacked out in the coach trains. 

In my compartment were two paratroopers with three combat 
jumps each; two infantrymen, one of whom had been through the 
Italian campaign and the Normandy invasion. The other had 
jumped off at Normandy. There was a rear echelon boy, a corporal, 
who was smooth and savvy. He had married in France and was, 
from his talk, up to his ears in the black market. They ignored 
him. He tried to talk but they answered him with grunts or less. 
I sat and listened. 

By 10 o’clock they had finished, or tired of, their dog-eared 
magazines, their French illustrated books, their overseas pocket- 
books. We talked some more. A bottle of cognac appeared. 

They talked about home and home cooking and school. They 
talked about old basketball games and baseball games. They talked 
about hunting and fishing and boats they had had. 

They talked about fraternization. They were bored with the 
subject as handled by newspapers, and a little contemptuous. 

“It’s the old international set,” their conversation ran. “They 
went with the Germans in France. In Germany they go with us 
or the Russians or the French. The same set exists in any country. 
If we had been invaded there would have been American women 
to go with the invaders. 

“We never get to see the real people, not much. I guess it is 
a little worse in Germany. Hitler had taught them that marriage 
was not necessary and he urged girls to give themselves to soldiers 
when they came back on furloughs. So, the Germans are worse. 
3ut it’s all the same. In every country there is that set. I don’t 
> why the papers play it up so much.” 

They asked me. 1 couldn’t answer, except to say that news- 
papers still were struggling around, trying to balance news, fea- 
tures and responsibility and had not yet found all the answers.

They talked about Russia. They didn’t know, or talk 
much, about international politics. They were soldiers 
they knew and felt had grown out of being soldiers.

They said: 

“All this damned talk about fighting Russia I see in the papers 
from some congressman or VIP (Very Important Person.) Where 
do they get it. Maybe 1 don’t care for all of it, but I don’t want to 
fight those Russians. They haven't done anything to me. 

“Their equipment wasn’t much, except what they got from us. 
But they could go. Those jokers could go against those Krauts...” 

There was a moment of silence and a nodding of heads. The 
near-empty cognac bottle passed again. 

“T hate to think,” the talk ran on, “how it would have been had 
the Germans been able to throw those 200 divisions against us they 
sent against the Ruskies. Yeah, man, | sure hate to think. They 
would have beat us sure as we're here. FEasy.. They would have 
beat us anyhow except for our equipment and supplies which kept 
coming... 

The young Polish-American had dozed off. 
this. 

“You ain't jokin’,” he said. “I worried about those Krauts 
through Sicily and ltaly and France. There aren't any better sol- 
diers. Not much imagination. They haven't got the GI adaptability 
and his ability to make up things in the field. But they can battle. 
As good as any. I was glad when they quit...” 


Silence settled again. 

; One of the paratroopers got up and 
Uncomfortable Night flung down the window. He hurled 
the empty bottle out. A cold breath of wet air came in, blow- 
ing with it scattered drops of rain. 
“A hell of a night,” he said, almost to himself.

“Metz, maybe.” said the infantryman. 
“If it is don’t leave the car. Them Moroccans will steal through 
the windows.” 

The train pounded to a stop. There were shouts of German 
trainmen. Mail was off-loaded. There were more shouts and the 
train dragged itself on again. 

The seats became harder and harder. 
We stood, shifting from one foot to another. We sat and stood 
again. By 3 o’clock exhaustion brought on sleep. In the eerie 
blue light in the top of the compartment we looked like ghastly- 
colored etchings by Goya, stretched in all sorts of twisted positions. 
Some sat, their heads bent forward. Others twisted into tortuous 
positions, their heads against arms of the compartment seats. The 
blue light made the face and hands look dead and awful. 

About 5 o'clock the tall paratrooper cursed and got up to fling 
down the window, letting in sleet and rain and bitter cold air. The 
sleeping figures shivered and woke. 

A smell of coffee began to blow back through the train. We 
began to walk forward to the dining car, run by a French crew. 
On the tables were big piles of cold toast and the huge French 
coffee cups for cafe-au-lait. They brought on scrambled eggs and 
sliced wieners. And coffe~ and cans of condensed milk with holes 
already’ punched in the cans. 

It was 7 o'clock before dawn began to arrive in that wet, cold 
country. By then we could see, with the window pulled down, 
the broken bridges across the Main river. And then we were in 
the outskirts of battered, smashed Frankfurt, pulling into the south 
station. The long night was over.

Most Oppose Long Occupation 


WASHINGTON.—Behind the acknowledgment by Secretary of 
State Byrnes that the United States now is hoping to conclude 
peace treaties with both Germany and Japan within two years is a 
conclusion that prolonged occupation of these countries is going to 
be extremely unpopular among American voters. 

The loud demand of American soldiers that they be brought 
home: the definite set of congress against any extension of compul- 
sory military service beyond next May 15; and the cut-down in 
American food supply in order to meet foreign relief commitments, 
all figured in this determination. 

Returning from their year-end holiday, congressmen of both 
political parties reported that their home folks were turning to the 
opinion that idealistic rejuvenation of enemy countries was going 
to be an onerous and costly job, with American taxpayers chiefly 
footing the bill. 

Further, the congressmen said, their constituencies were increas- 
ingly convinced that the four-way division of Germany was a prize 
faux pas, which is likely to grow worse the longer it is continued. 

Mr. Byrnes was vague as to whether he thought there would be 
a single German government to sign a peace with, inside of two 
years. And he said there might be continued military occupation 
of Germany after a peace is signed. But even so, his statement 
was a long step away from the conception nurtured up to and in- 
cluding Potsdam that there would be no let-up in the Allied mili- 
tary hold on Germany for at least 15 years. 

As to Japan, Mr. Byrnes said making peace was going to be 
easier because a Japanese government continued to function. The 
State Department protested violently last September when Gen. 
Robert Eichelberger, second in command to Gen. MacArthur, said 
the occupation of Japan might end in six months, but the Byrnes 
statement suggests that this prophesy was not too far from the mark. 

Certainly there is going to be determined effort 
Feed Japs? in congress to get the United States out of Japan 
before we are saddled with another winter food shortage in that 
country. The congressmen argue that, unless we are going to 
stay in Japan until the thinking of its 80,000,000 people is wholly 
revised. the time to get out is just as soon as Gen. MacArthur de- 
clares that Japan has been completely and thoroughly disarmed. 

This task will not be completed within another month, as Gen. 
Eisenhower’s September statement indicated it might be, but there 
is authoritative military opinion that it can be wound up within 
the calendar year 1946. 

Army commanders, returning from Germany, complain that the 
United States is the one country that is devoting itself primarily to 
ideological reformation of the German people. The British have 
not been at all squeamish about continued employment of Nazis 
where there are no non-Nazis equally competent to do the job in 
hand. The main interest of the British has been to make friends, 
in Germany and also in neighboring countries, by getting coal and 
food for them out of Germany. 

The Russian technique is described as follows: First, they liqui- 
dated all the former German bosses, both of government and indus- 
try; second, they took everything in the way of goods which might 
be useful to themselves; third, they picked the Germans who 
seemed to be most pro-Russian and placed them in power, free 
from much of either help or hindrance. 

The United States has been kinder to the Germans individually 
than: either the British or Russians, but we have tried our level 
best both to remove Nazis from authority and dismantle war 
industries. 

The net result, as it seems, is that we have so lessened German 
ability to produce for themselves that we now have to feed them.

Discusses Negro 
Vote in Georgia 


This is a discussion of the Negro in Georgia 
politics. 
While a United States district court in New 
Orleaps studies the plea of a Columbus Negro for the right to 
vote in Georgia Democratic “white” primaries, Negroes already 
have cast their ballots in primaries in at least two Georgia cities 
in recent months, and will be voting in primaries in many Georgia 
counties during this election year. There were no incidents when 
the Negroes voted for mayors of Athens, in north Georgia, and 
Valdosta, in south Georgia. Now in a general election in Atlanta 
the Negroes have exercised the balance of power in naming a 
congressman. Tom Camp and Helen Mankin went into the Ashby 
street school precinct neck-and-neck, and Mrs. Mankin came out 
the winner by 800 votes. 


There has been much undercurrent talk about the way the 
Negro officials of the Ashby Street precinct conducted the election. 
A few white people have telephoned The Constitution that their 
cooks claimed the election officials voted for them. The cooks 
according to their white employers, said when they asked 
for ballots they found them already scratched except for one name. 
They were told that the election officials would “fix up the ballots” 
for them, the cooks were quoted as saying. . The ordinary’s office 
investigated these serious reports. It said the Ashby street elec- 
tion was conducted orderly. It said no Negro voter had made 
any charge of fraud to that office. However, one candidate has pro- 
tested the election. The office sald it is the duty of election offi- 
cials to aid voters, if the voters wish help. Since many Negroes were 
visiting the ballet box for the first time and looking at a ticket 
of 19 names, it is probable that some were confused and desired help. 


Some groups are planning to make capital out 
May Be Issue of this election and the rumors. They are ex- 
pected to use it in an effort to preserve the white primary on a 
state-wide basis. They will use the rumors as truth and say, “If 
that’s the way the Negro uses his ballot, he can’t be trusted with it.” 
They will view with alarm the Negro being a deciding factor in an 
election. As a matter of record, the Negro’s deciding vote in At- 
lanta was cast in a general election—and the Negro has always been 
permitted to vote in general elections in Georgia, and could have 
been exercising his power before in general elections. 

Tom Camp, who lost many votes because of his connection with 
the railroads, may run again this summer. He carried two coun- 
ties, whose combined unit vote exceeds the unit vote of Fulton 
county. 

In the recent Valdosta voting, Negroes were praised by both 
factions of white persons for the way they conducted themselves 
at the polls. It was the bitterest fight Valdosta has ever witnessed, 
and the tempers of white people were on edge—yet the Negroes cast 
their ballots without any incidents. The Negroes were not herded 
to the polls and voted in a bloc by either one of the two white fac- 
tions. This was attested by both Mayor-elect H. B. Edwards and 
outgoing Mayor Frank Rose. There were two elections conducted 
simultaneously—enough to confuse experienced voters. The people 
votedin a general élection on the public power issue, and in a pri- . 
mary:for mayor and council. For weeks before election day, Negro 
leaders held public meetings in school houses and explained voting 
procedures to their people. The Negroes went to the courthouse, 
cast their ballots and left, amidst favorable comment from the 
white people.

PRINCETON, N. J.—A large ma- 
jority of the American people 
think the time has come for con- 
gress to take action en the strike 
Situation. 

The country is not anti-union 
and never has been in recent 
years. But it shows signs of in- 
creasing impatience with labor- 
management disputes that lead to 
work stoppages which tie up es- 
sential public services or paralyze 
whole cities. 

The average American, polls 
have found, resented strikes in 
'war times; evidence today shows 
'that he resents them almost as 
much in peacetime reconversion. 
| The general attitude of the peo- 
| ple is shown in the following sur- 
vey: 
| “Do you -think that congress 
should or should not do anything 
about the strike situation?”

THOSE WHO favor some kind 
of action were asked, “what should 
congress do?” 

Their replies show that while 
some are for action favorable to 
unions,, such as a general wage 
rise, nevertheless the dominant 
weight of opinion is on the side 
of action to control or regulate 
organized labor. This sentiment 
found reflection in one branch 
of congress last week when the 
house passed the Case bill to reg- 
ulate labor-management disputes.

WHILE he was still waist deep in the water, 
Mark instinctively felt a strangeness, a faint 
suggestion of something abnormal in the 
quiet, familiar scene before him.

Yet out of that confusion came a fine genera- 
tion. Our present GI’s have done a swell job. 
Their wives have, too. You know how they 
have stood up to hard times. 


It Takes Tolerance and Tise 


Wirn that in mind, we need not be too 
pessimistic now. Things will be difficult for a 
while, of course. It will take tolerance on the 
part of all concerned, and time to iron out the 
difficulties. But it can be done. 

Closing our eyes to the truth won't help. 
So let’s look the facts in the face. 

Exactly how bad is the situation today? 
I asked judges, ministers and psychologists, 
consulted Court records and Census Bureau 
statistics. Two out of every 11 marriages now 
end in divorce. Although an all-time, all- 
world high, that figure is rising. Court dock- 
ets are crowded. 

A clerk at New York’s Supreme Court told 
me: ‘““This place is a madhouse. We have the 
heaviest calendar in history. Our cases have 
almost tripled this year, and half of them in- 
volve war marriages.” 

The tragedies are endless. There’s the Ver- 
mont GI who married an Italian-American 
girl three weeks after he met her and came 
home to find her emotional ways unsuited to 
his reticent New England background. He’s 
suing for divorce. 

There's the major overseas who heard 
rumors his wife was stepping out. No 
truth toit, but he isn’t even coming back 
to find out before filing suit for divorce. 
There’s the — but you can probably add 
more from your own acquaintances. 

Yet most GI’s are eager to get home; most 
wives to have them. Authority for that state- 
ment is a wise and genial gentleman, rector 
of the church where more marriages are per- 
formed than any other in the world — the 


Rev. Dr. J. H. Randolph Ray, of the Little 
Church Around the Corner. 

Like everyone I talked to, Dr. Ray admits 
things are grave. But he is optimistic. He 
knows, firsthand, how often GI’s and their 
wives can settle even the most serious mis- 
understanding if both partners try. Proof: 
Of all his war marriages, only a very small per- 
centage have failed. 

Recently a colonel and his wife came to 
him, the colonel nervous, his wife in tears. 
Dr. Ray listened. The colonel had fallen for 
another woman overseas and asked for a 
divorce. His wife had refused; she wanted to 
talk it over with him first. 


““You Love Each Other’’ 


Now he was back, his flirtation forgotten — 
by him, but not by his wife. “‘Wait, rest, and 
think it over,” urged Dr. Ray. ‘“‘You must 
love each other to be so upset.”” The other day 
he got a letter from them. They are together 
again and glad of it. 

There is no‘simple formula for a salvage job 
on marriage. Every case differs. Neverthe- 
less, Dr. Ray, from 20 years’ experience with 
50,000 marriages, has drawn up a blueprint 
for rescue. We'll come to that later. First, 
let's take a look at some of the causes of war- 
marriage crack-ups. 

Judge Jacob Panken finds three reasons 
predominating in cases before his New York 
Family Court: Couples marry too young. 
They marry too hastily. Either husband 
or wife gets a cockeyed view of reality 
during separation. 

Census figures bear out the Judge’s theory. 
Between 1940 and 1943, 6,579,000 couples 
were married, 1,118,000 more than the num- 
ber for normal times. Many rushed to the 
altar only a week or two after they met; 
had a “honeymoon marriage” cut short by 
the man’s call overseas. These GI's come back 
to wives they hardly know. One sailor didn’t 
recognize his wife on his return because she 
had cut her hair. 


Followed Him 1,500 Miles 


A 16-YEAR-OLD girl, her baby in her arms, 
her 19-year-old husband beside her, stood 
before Judge Panken last month. Two years 
before, she had married that soldier twice; 
following him 1,500 miles to his Wisconsin 
camp when she learned the first ceremony was 
invalid. Now she wanted out. Her reason: 
“I don’t love him any more.”’ 

Too young for marriage? Decidedly. Dr. 
Ray refuses to perform the ceremony for 
brides under 22 unless their parents consent. 
But youth of itself is no reason for divorce. 
“Youth can make a go of marriage with un- 
derstanding —- even in disaster,’’ says Dr. 
Ray. 

A case in point: The 17-year-old honey- 
moon bride of a one-day marriage whose

husband came home deafened by war. She 
went to Ins doctors; learned how to speak 
so he could read her lips. Now he teaches 
lip-reading at the Army hospital. He and 
his wife live happily in a cottage nearby. 

You’ve read of Enoch Arden cases. For- 
tunately, it isn’t often a man returns, like 
Sgt. Earl Smith, reported missing in China 
May 25, 1944, to find his wife married 
again. But many a soldier faces the same 
kind of trouble, uncomplicated by legal 
twists. In New York State, for instance, 


the Bar Association has already cleared more - 


than 2,500 divorces for servitemen on 
grounds of infidelity. 

Whether physical or mental, infidelity is 
hard to forgive, Dr. Ray agrees. “But it 
must be not only forgiven but forgotten, 
if marriage is to succeed.”’ 

This fall, Tacoma, Wash., newspapers 
carried the story of Pfc. William Peleskey, 
whose wife, in her frantic efforts to get rid 
of the baby she had had during his absence, 
put the newborn infant in a trash can where 
ashmen rescued it. **I] have forgiven my 
wife,”” Peleskey told Judge Fred G. 
Remann. ‘“‘In wartime things happen 
that would not happen ordinarily. .. ”’ 

And what of the decision that faced Mrs. 
Rose Whitehouse, nine years married to 
Pfc. Arthur Whitehouse? He had had a 
child by a Newfoundland nurse. ‘She didn’t 
want the baby and she didn’t want me,” 
said Whitehouse. So he brought baby 
Geraldine home to his wife. 

Few GI couples will be up against prob- 
lems as tough as those. But many will find 
that their partners seem like strangers. 


Builds Halo Around Wife 


WE Have all heard, too often, perhaps, 
how ajtered the soldier becomes in war. 
But what of his wife? Many a GI has been 
busily building a halo around her head. 
When he meets her, she is life-size, not the 
angel of his dreams. Not only that — she, 
too, has changed, as all of us do. 

Main reason for the difference, according 
to psychologists: the soldier has had no 
civilian responsibilities; his wife, twice as 
many as usual. : 

Dr. Janet Fowler Nelson, co-author of the 
book, “‘Marriages Are Not Made in Heaven,”’ 
told me of a marriage that nearly crashed 
when the husband, an ex-marine, drove up 
to the porch in a spanking new car, tooting 
the horn proudly. “Jim, how could you?” 
flared his wife. ““‘Why didn’t you talk it over 
with me first? We can't possibly afford it. 
Where'd you get the money ?”’ 

He was hurt, furious. “I earned it,”’ he 
said. “I wanted to surprise you. That's 
what I did with the last car we had — and 


you were tickled to death. What's the dif- 
ference now?”’ 

The difference was just this: for three 
years she had been handling the bankroll. 
Odd as it sounds, neither of them recog- 
nized this obvious truth. Once they did, 
they were able to avoid the almost daily 
squabbles that had threatened divorce. 

During the war, half of all women with 
husbands in the Armed Forces worked — 
1,500,000 of them, according to Department 
of Labor statistics. Many won't want to put 
on an apron again. 


She Likes to Work 


I HEARD of one soldier whose wife likes 
earning money. She doesn’t want to stop. 
He thinks the finances are up to him. “‘Why 
get married if you don’t want a home?” he 
puts it. “I'd never have married her like 
she is now...” 

To everyone who echoes that sentence, 
Dr. Ray cautions, “Divorce is a grave step. 
Don’t give up your marriage without a 
struggle.” ; 

Although he believes the best time to 
avoid divorce is beforé marriage (he wrote 
a book to underline that point, “‘Marriage 
Is a Serious Business’’), Dr. Ray thinks 
many couples can rescue failing marriages 
if they will only try. 

Here’s the advice he gives: 

1. Give yourselves time to get acquainted 
again. Remember you have been apart a 
long time. Try a second courtship if you 
feel like strangers. 

2. Don't live with in-laws during your 
first days together. You'll have enough read- 
justments without adding in-law woes. 

3. Take it for granted that you are nor- 
mal persons who have lived under abnormal 
conditions. 

4. Forget yourself and your hurts and 
fears. Think of your partner. 

§. Solve the little musunderstandings. 
The big ones generally take care of them- 
selves. 

6. Be patient. Don’t expect troubles to 
vanish overnight. 

7. Be friends. 

8. If you can’t seem to get along, talk 
your troubles over with a minister, psychol- 
ogist or family-relations. adviser. 

How long should you give your war mar- 
riage to work out? ‘“‘Never set a time limit,” 
says Dr. Ray. “‘Make up your mind to iron 
things out, no matter how long it takes.” 

A realist, Dr. Ray admits some marriages 
can’t succeed. ““‘But many can," he says. 
“‘Arbitrate. Talk things over, find the cause 
of your trouble, and then compromise. 

‘‘Marriages always succeed if we use pa- 
tience, tolerance, understanding.’” The End

of a wireless wave which stopped the 
beating of the human heart, but did 
not affect other living creatures.

His big 
head had sunk on his breast, and 
one white hand was thrust stiffly 
into his waistcoat, over the tightly 
buttoned paunch.

various Sea Lords and Admiralty 
experts had appended comments 
serious and facetious: 

Nothing, so far as I know. 

What of it? This ts a war to end 
war. 

Fearful as the scope of the catas- 
trophe had been, it was not until 
this moment-that Mark really came 
to grips with the appalling possibil- 
ity that it might be world wide; 
and that his unique position at 
three of the clock on that doom- 
fraught afternoon had made him the 
“heir of all the ages’’ in a new and 
more terrible sense. 


He tHrust his hand into the pock- 
ets of the dead men, dragging out 
notebooks, letters, telegrams. He 
opened their dispatch cases and read 
feverishly. Some of the things he 
read would have given a shock to the 
constituents of the Munister con- 
cerned; but there was a greater sim- 
plicity than he had expected about 
most of these men.

He decided to choose 
one of these and work it round the 
coast to Dover. From there, on the 
first good day, it would take him 
only an hour or so to run over to 
Calais. He found exactly the boat he 
required, pitched his knapsack into 
it. and set out at once. 


NEarING the French coast, his heart 
raced at the sight of a few figures 
clustering on the sand dunes, as 
though to watch him; but a moment 
later they had taken wing and turned 
to sea-birds. When he reached the 
quay, his. first glance around ex- 
plained why no exploring party had 
come from France to England. 
Almost at his feet there were two 
French sailors, lying as motionless 
as those other unawakening sleepers 
on the other side of the Channel. 
He put his knapsack into the best 
of the empty cars, a small cream- 
colored two-seater which stood out- 
side the station. As he drove through 
the town, he saw at once that condi- 
tions were exactly as they had been 


in England. Everywhere he found’

In Paris, it was as it had been in 
London. The Rue de la Paix looked 
like a gigantic toy street in which a 
child had left its dolls, lying untidily 
about the doorsteps and pavements 
in ungainly attitudes. 

He drove to the Louvre. There, at 
least, he would find great sunlit gal- 
leries peopled only by the bright 1m- 
mortals, among whom he would rest 
for an hour or two, collect his 
thoughts and rediscover his own soul.

He cLimBeED a flight of stairs and 
walked slowly through some of the 
great picture galleries. This journey 
had tired him, and he intended to 
find a seat in front of one of the pic- 
tures where he could rest and think 
at the same time. He paused at the 
Gioconda, but, though it had fasci- 
nated him on former occasions, he 
was curiously repelled by it now. 
The faint, mocking smile seemed to 
have a strangely sinister bearing on 
recent events, and he turned away 
from it with a creeping of the flesh. 
At last he composed himself on a 
comtortable seat in front of a pic- 
ture by Murillo of the Monk’s kitch- 
en, in which the old lay-brother who 
should have been preparing the food 
for the monastery is caught up in an 
ecstasy while, to save him from the 
consequences of his neglect, the 
angels prepare the food and mix the 
salad, and the astonished prior peeps 
at the radiant scene from the cau- 
tiously opened door. 

He had been sitting there for 
nearly a quarter of an hour when he 
saw, at the end of the seat, a small 
silver handbag. It was so tucked 
into the back of the seat that it 


had escaped his notice hitherto. In a 


world of the dead there was no 
longer any question of “property,” 
lost or otherwise. He could take 
any of the Leonardos away, if -he 
liked, to any place that he cared to. 


Bur just because this common- 
place bit of property had obviously 
been “lost” by its former owner, 
it roused his curiosity. He picked it 
up and opened it. The next moment 
he was staring at something he 
found in it — staring and listening 
with all the amazement of a new 
Crusoe confronted by a solitary foot- 
print in the sand. It was only a 
little wristwatch, which its former 
owner had probably put in her bag 
for security because the fastening 
had been broken. It was only a 
pretty trifle, set in brilliants, but it 
startled Mark like a voice from the 
grave.

The conductor ‘s Benjamin Swalin, a lanky 
blond fellow who spends most of his time 
teaching music appreciation and violin at the 
University of North Carolina. He gets one 


dollar a year for leading the orchestra. That: 
dollar is duly accounted for in the state budg- 
et, but it was a struggle to get it there. Four 
vears ago a few dozen music lovers de- 
cided they ought to have the music they 
wanted, when they wanted it. They’d play it 
themselves. Their first years, during the de- 
pression, were precarious, but private contri- 
butions and Federal aid kept them going. 


Belongs to Everybody 


GRADUALLY, they organized on a co-oOpera- 
tive basis. City and country communities 
formed symphony committees that enrolled 
members for a dollar fee. With a full quota a 
community could schedule a concert. 

By 1943 the orchestra had made such a 
hit with folks all over the state that the 
legislature felt obliged to help. The origi- 
nal annual appropriation of $2,000 (recently 
doubled) made this one of the first state- 
subsidized symphony orchestras in America. 

Today the orchestra’ belongs to all the 
people. There's a lively spirit of obligation 
on both sides. In return for the people’s en- 
thusiastic support, orchestra members Stop 
at nothing to make their appearances. There 
was one stormy night, for example, when 
Swalin’s pretty wife drove 50 miles around 
the countryside gathering musicians for a con- 
cert. Her final load included not only her

Burt she got better, began to get 
polite mentions in minor roles, and 
good notices in a couple of plays that 
flopped. The notices got her a Holly- 
wood contract, where her career was 
brief and ignominious. “It was my 
funny nose,’ she explains.

“Deep Are the Roots.’ But they 
were pretty nervous about her right 
up to the final day.

Throw them a 
fast question and they'll answer you with 
another — only faster.’

Tue interviewers are seldom turned down, 
but they have to take their answers the way 
they come. Often enough, this is part of an 
experience that may be surprising, amusing 
Or moving. 

Questioning factory workers gathered in 
a bus depot, one interviewer was collared by 
a breathless young man. “‘I’m getting mar- 
ried right away,”’ he said. “‘Will you come 
and be a witness?’’

HEN Messmore Kendall, a son 
Ws the American Revolution, 
gives a Washington party, it’s a 
party George himself would thor 
oughly enjoy. The dishes are the 
very ones Martha served at Mount 
Vernon. Some of the utensils used 
in the meal’s preparation came 
straight from her kitchen. 

Yes, Mr. Washington would feel 
right at home if he could stop im for 
his party on Tuesday, the 22nd. The 
table will be laid in the firelit dining 
room of the old Inn where the Gen- 
eral headquartered at Dobb's Ferry 
on the Hudson, 1781. 

This 20-room house is the Mess- 
more Kendall home, a museum, al- 
most, of Washington mementos in- 


“cluding everything Jrom portraits 


and china to buttons and trivets. 


Started 40 Years Ago 


Mr. KENDALL started his Washing- 
ton collection 40 years ago when his 
boyhood frend William L. Wash- 
ington, a descendant of two of the 
brothers of the first President, gave 
him a lock of George’s hair. Today 
the Kendall collection numbers some 
300 items, housed in his home and 
in the Federal Museum in New 
York’s Sub-Treasury building at 
Nassau and Wall Streets. 

It was this same collection, you 
may remember, that was shown at 


the World’s Fair in that white 
Colonial structure called Washington 
Hall. Mr. Kendall, then President 
General of the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, built and financed 
the venture. He gave more than 
money to this patriotic project. He 
gave his family cook to prepare the 
food favorites of Washington's hos- 
pitable table 

“Washington treated his meals 
with the respect they deserved,’’ to 
quote Mr. Kendall. One of his rules 
when guests were coming to dinner 
was to allow five minutes for varia- 
tions in watches and then go to the 
table regardless of ariyone absent. 


His Only Apology 
Wuen lagging Congressmen arrived, 
the President’s only apology was 
“Gentlemen, we are too punctual 
for you. I have a cook who never 
asks whether the company has ar- 
rived but whether the hour has 
come.”’ 

One of the dishes that brought 
Mr. Washington so promptly to 
table was chicken, batter-dipped, 
deep fat-{mned and served with corn 
pone. Virginia hams were so prized 
in the colony that they held a place 
of honor as a “standing dish” for 
every meal from breakfast through 
supper. At Mount Vernon mutton 
was a first among meats, with veal a 
close second. Meat pies, in a “coffin” 
of crust, were a much loved dainty. 

George Washington was not a 
hearty eater of desserts, but the 
sweets on his table were elegant and 
bountiful and not very different from

those of today. There were tarts in 
variety, fools, trifles and sillabubs. 
A “quakeing’’ pudding; always a 
cake. Sometimes the cake was a 
“great cake,”’ or again the “‘little 
cakes” or that “excellent cake,’’ so 
you find them named in Martha’s 
hand-written cookbook, a_ stout 
little volume, leather-bound, now a 
cherished possession of the histori- 
cal society of Pennsylvania. 

The ‘‘great cake’’ was well 
named. It leads off, ‘“‘take a peck 
of flour and put to it 10 eggs and 
mingle with flour two pounds of 
fresh butter."’ Mr. Kendall prefers 
the gingerbread George Washing- 
ton ate as a boy, the gingerbread 
General Lalayette praised so warm- 
ly when he visited in Mary Ball 
Washington's home. 

The story goes that when Lafa- 
yette returned to America after the 
war he went to Fredericksburg to 
pay his respects to the General's 
mother. He foungi her in the garden 
in short gown, petticoat and cap, 
raking up leaves. She greeted him 
warmly and together they went 
into the house. She made for him 
a mint julep which was served with 
the dark spicy cake warm from the 
oven. The recipe was ever after 
called Lafayette’s Gingerbread.

Here’s a nick-of-time 
rescue story that will

HAD a 48-hour pass in my pocket 
| and I thought this would be a 
good time to visit Joe. It was last 
September and I was still in the 
Air Transport Command, Elmen- 
dorf Field, Alaska. 

Joe had got hurt in the Aleutians, 


‘been discharged, and had built him- 


self a cabin near Cook Inlet on 
Turnagain Arm where he spent most 
of his time trapping and fishing. 
He’d asked me out for a visit. 

When I got there Joe wasn’t in. 
But I figured he’d be back during 
the day. In the meantime, I de- 
cided to take Joe’s boat, maybe 
catch me a salmon. 

I was less than a mile from shore 
when the whole body of water in 
Turnagain Arm started moving rap- 
idly out toward Cook Inlet. It was 
like a millrace. I rowed with all my 
might against the current, but it was 
no use. To keep from being swept 
out to sea, I threw out the anchor 
attached to about 60 feet of rope. 
The anchor held and I had time fo 
figure things out. 


Dangerous Bore 


Jor had told me about the terrific 
tides, almost 30 feet, second highest 
in all the world. He had also told 
me about the bore that occurs when 
the incoming tide rushes back into 
Turnagain Arm. 

When the water stopped rushing 
out, the boat settled in the mud. 
I tested the blue, slimy stuff with an 
oar. There was no bottom 

There were channels of dirty 
water that led nowhere, but not 


‘enough to row a boat back to shore. 


With a sudden, sick feeling I realized 
my predicament. 

I didn’t need a tide table to tell 
me that in six hours the tide would 
be rushing back — with a solid, 
smashing wall of water, the bore, at 
its head. I had heard stories about 


the bore, about men whose boats 
had been ground to matchwood. 
But in no stofy had a man escaped 
with his life. 

In desperation I shouted at the 
top of my voice, but not even the 
seagulls noticed. From every angle 
my situation was hopeless. 

Then I got down in the bottom of 
the boat and prayed — not to be 
saved from my predicament, but 
that the old scores might be wiped 
out and not held against me. I felt 
better. 


Plane Couldn’t Land 


It was almost time for the bore 
when I heard an airplane. I whipped 
off my coat and started waving. The 
pilot saw me and circled. But it was 
a wheeled plane. There was no 
chance for a landing. He circled 
again and streaked off. 

I lost my head, bitterly disap- 
pointed. ‘““‘Why couldn't it have been 
Hank Larson!’ I cred. I had met 
Hank Larson several times at the 
airfield. Always his friends said, 
“‘Meet Hank, the best damn pilot 
in Alaska.”’ But now Hank was fly- 
ing contract for the ATC. 

I heard the bore even before I 
saw it. It was gathering speed for 
the channel. 

But above the roar of the water I 
heard the sound of a motor. I saw a 
small hydroplane with pontoons. 
Light as a bird, it came down on 
the water in a nearby channel and 
taxied to within 50 feet of the boat. 

It took me a minute to cut the 
rope from the anchor. I threw one 
end of the line to the pilot and 
pulled myself through the slimy 
mud on my stomach. 

Before I had the mud out of my 
eyes, the pilot gunned the motor 
and took off. 

‘‘Have a cigarette,’ he said. 

“‘Hank,” I cried. 

‘“‘Look at your boat,’’ he said. 

We had circled about. The bore 
was directly below. And in the rac- 
ing maelstrom I saw the crushed 
boat being tossed end over end in 
the mad, swirling water.
